We are going to tell you a story - the 
interesting and true story about our lady with the 
evening lamp at Special Surgery, Mrs. Martha Madden. 


Well, to start at the beginning, the lady, 4 
certain Martha Scofield, was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
way back when - no, not when horses were motivating 
trensportation - please! Her mother was from Dover, 
England, 6nd her father from the good old Brooklyn 
country, Fort Hamilton to be exact, where her grand- 
father was an Episcopal minister. And we suspect 
thet Martha's love for the medical profession comes 
right from the heart of her femily, for her father 
was @ Surgeon who graduated from Buffalo University 
and her uncle, with whom she spent her impressionable 
adolescent days, wes also a doctor. 


When Marthe was a little codger of three years her father died suddenly while on his way 
to see @ patient in the ‘slums of Cincinnati--a request call from an Episcopal padre. Family 
history tells that Martha’s father died after a very fine goose dinner, but death was probably 
caused by 4 cerebral accident. Although Martha was the next to the youngest of six children, 
her brother, the youngest, wes the only other child living at the time of her father’s un- 
timely death. Mrs. Madden's mother took three year old Martha and her little brother to San 
Diego, Californie. Here is where she grew up to be a young lady in her teens and according 
to her own admission, had given her mother some rocky moments with her tom-boy deeds and actions. 
She loved the boys but fought all along the growing-up-road--to the present?? We forgot to 
ask her to corroborate this so we'll let you do it! For the "present" you can ask the "boys" 
around here--end while you are at it, ask the "boys" where they get their Christmas tree 
ornaments after 5:00 P.M. Maybe she gave her brother some pretty good work-outs too, for he 
landed in the Marine Corps, so he must have been a scrépper himself. 


When she reached high school age, Martha's mother thought it would be well for her to 
finish her schooling in the East where it was believed educational opportunities were better. 
Martha was already aspiring to the idea of training for a nurse. So she went to New York to 
live with her aunt and uncle, the aforementioned doctor, in Hornell, New York. Here Mrs. 
Madden confessed to us her Uncle Ben and she were in "hot water" with Aunt Mary most of the 
time, because of their hobby of raising prize poultry. The most unforgettable incident 
Seems to be when she and Uncle Ben wanted to raise an early pullet for the poultry show, so 
they used the attic instead of the woodshed out back. Most of the punishment fell to poor

Martha who had to thoroughly--but thoroughly—clean out the attic. Again they were the brunt 

of Aunt Mary's wrath when she found the two of them in her kitchen preening the pullets, clipping 
and banning them, we believe she said, and putting them in special coops. Is that right, Mrs. 
Madden? But there was a woodshed, as we said, so we can't blame Aunt Mary and her dim view 

of the kitchen for preening--or the attic for raising chickens. Mrs. Madden's tale of the 
chicken raising episodes ended, however, with proud intonations of the voice because the uncle's 
and niece's poultry won four first prizes at the Madison Square Garden shows. This was worth 
being sent to bed without her supper, and her slaving to clean a dirty attic. 


After Martha finished her high school and chicken raising in Hornell, she and a girl 
friend decided to take off to Binghamton to start training for nurses at Binghamton City Hosp- 
itel. Her friend did not go through with the plan, but became a stenogrepher and married, 
instead. Martha stuck it out, and graduated in 1919, although she did not leave the hospital 
until 1921 as she had sick time to make up--end every moment had to be made up in those days! 


In 1912 Martha, a graduate nurse, went back to San Diego and home. Her first position 
was in the Operating Room at Seaside Hospitel, Long Beach, and her next at Scripps Memorial, 
La Jolla, California, also an Operating Room position. 


And now for romance--and Louis. Yes, the Marine landed in our lady's life. Martha met 
Louis in 1927 when her brother, (also a Marine) brought Louis into view. He was a sergeant 
and not in uniform whenthey met, but "it" happened. They were married in the thrilling month 
of June, in 1928, in the Episcopal Church, San Diego. They did not settle down in San Diego 
very long before Martha got the urge to move back East to New York City. Apparently there was 
no trouble convincing Louis as to this urge, so they arrived in Brooklyn to settle for a while, 
then later found a comfortable home in Glendale. At the present moment, however, you will not 
find them in Glendale, but in Sunnyside, where just last week they moved to a larger apartment 
and where they have been putting heart, soul, and muscle into getting it into beautiful shape. 
Louis, we hear, is "playing" with the electric buffer twenty-four hours a day. We heard a 
sentimental report on Louis, but don't tell him we mentioned it. He was called back into the 
Marine Corps after Pearl Harbor. He served in the South Pacific, while Martha pined alone at 
home, until after V J day in 1945. For wounds received in battle, he received the Purple Heart 
and for heroic action above and beyond the call of duty in Iwo Jima, he received a citation. 


We don't know how Louis stands it, but Martha divides her affections-~yes, with Junior 
and Tuffy. They are tiny little pets--sweet singing canaries and very pretty! Junior is of 
olive green splendor, and Tuffy is a bright yellow birdie who does not belie his name. Mrs. 
Madden says he is a real "toughie", while Junior has the "voice". This is much to the aggra- 
vation of Louis' temper, for when he wishes to relag or snooze, the cute little feathery fluff 
comes forth with a burst of song, and not softly. 


In 1930 when Mrs. Madden came back to New York City she started nursing at the Hospital 
for Special Surgery, but after a year and a half, decided to stay at home for a while. In 
January 1939 she returned to Special Surgery and has been here ever since. It was very warming 
to chy suy "I've never worked anywhere but the Hospital for Special Surgery, and I never 
want to Tis

Louis, even though no-one has « better right since he is an alumnus of PP5 and etc.

Notes From The Tower: 


Someone finally left the door unlocked, so consumed by an insatiable curiosity to know 
exactly what the Record Room girls found so intriguing under the tower, we scuttled down an 
iron ladder and found ourselves in a musty, fusty, dusty atmosphere reminiscent of stories 
we've read about the Collyer boys. The general appearance was that of an old graveyard for 
unwanted congeries. Being inured to dust from living in NYC, we wallowed for about half an 
hour through the miscellany and were rewarded by an ancient tome dated 1863. Toting our 
treasure up to a more rarified atmosphere, we made a telephone call and ascertained the exact 
date that the first R & C hospital threw open its doors to the ruptured and crippled. It was 
May 1, 1863 and under that date we find an item reading: 


OUT DOOR PATIENT: William H.---white, native 4 years of age. Parents healthy, in indigent 
circumstances; have an alder child ruptured and of delicate constitution. 


APPARENT CONDITION OF PATIENT: This child is of robust appearance, and it is said to have 
enjoyed good bodily health with the exception of a slight ailment, when 
teething at about 18 months old, being then seized with a complete 
paralysis of the left leg. 


Following this entry we find quite an assortment of patients, ailments and treatments. 
We gleaned from careful perusal that the largest number of patients were suffering from 
Scrofulous Diathesis (Dr.,please interpret). We also found that the log book gets redundant 
at times, so we excerpted the following cases which we thought were noteworthy. 


June 23, 1863 APPEARANCE: Rotund in form. 

AILMENT: The muscles of the right side, instead of obeying the movements 
directed by the will, become rigid for a time, but eventually yield, in 
an imperfect manner to accomplish the desire. 

*(could be electrolyte unbalance) 

TREATMENT: Disciplinary training in exercising the muscles to the control of 

the will. 


June 24, 1863 APPARENT CONDITION: Apparent good condition of health; countenance slightly 
idiotic in appearance. 
*(the expression is familiar) 


July 4, 1863 APPARENT CONDITION: Thrown from his cart by means of his horse taking fright 
from fire crackers thrown under his feet. 
*(whose feet?) 


Aug. 8, 1863 APPARENT CONDITION: This patient has been sadly in want of a truss that could 
retain his bowels in situ, consequently he has been so reduced in circum- 
stances as to be compelled to go to the Alms House for the treatment of 
inflamed eyes, and has remained there being unable to labor for want of 
a suitable truss. He is now assisting in keeping the gate of that place. 

*(whose eyes wouldn't, be inflamed without a truss?) 


Aug. 22, 1863 AILMENT: Complete paralysis of the left leg from the hip to the foot 
produced by a fall from a swing when about 8 years of age. Has been 
under treatment by Mr. Miller, who, being a seventh son of a seventh 
Son, treats by rubbing the affected parts with his hands when charged with 
galvanism but has failed to afford the patient any relief whatsoever, 

*(probably forgot to plug himself in) 


Feb. 10, 1864 APPARENT CONDITION: Heal thy 
AILMENT; Fracture of wrist produced by a fall aboard one of the Monitors 
in Charleston Harbor. 
*( somebody had been eating bananas, no doub:) 
TREATMENT; Surgical advise. Relieved and discharged.

Mar. 3, 1864 AILMENT: Partial parelysis of both legs of four months standing, caused by 


teething. 
*(if he'd sit down to teeth, things would be better all around) 


Mar. 4, 1864 AILMENT: Compression of the brain from excessive development. 
TREATMENT: Confining the patient to a light diet, submitting alone to time 
for relief. 
*(probably worrying about the excise taxes) 
Relieved and discharged. 


Mar. 5, 1864 APPARENT CONDITION: Delicate. Age: 10 years. 
AILMENT: Neuralgic derangement of the whole system from rapid growth, tending 
to a serious derangement of the whole system. 
*(time will straighten ‘éverything out) 


Mar. 11, 1864 APPARENT CONDITION: Weakened constitution, brought on by a life of dissipation. 
AILMENT: Hardened faeces in the colon producing partial paralysis of the 
lower extremities. 
*(bet he had fun, though) 


Apr. 11, 1864 APPARENT CONDITION: Healthy. 

AILMENT: Patient entered Bellevue Island Hospital in a high state of fever, 
rendering him very delerious. In this state he was bound down by ropes in 
such a manner to cut and lacerate the muscles end tendons of the leg, 
rendering him an incurable cripple for life. 

TREATMENT: Professional advise. Incurable. 

*(you can't fight City Hall)

Thumb Nail Sketch: If the spirit moved anyone to wander dow the main floor east 
corridor on a Sunday or holiday, he would be startled to find a small figure in the Social 
Service Department working away quietly and diligently. We could tell him that this busy little 
beaver is our own Jane Austin, a most devoted volunteer. Miss Austin Spent many years as the 
faithful secretary to the late Mr. Shearer, one-time Treasurer of the Board of Managers. 
Upon her retirement several years ago, Miss Austin felt the need of Keeping occupied and in 
close touch with HSS, because of her fondness for and pride in this Hospital. She offered 
her services as a volunteer and we were most fortunate in having her assigned to us. Miss 
Austin spends most of her weekends and holidays in the Social Service Department keeping 
allowance-to-patients statistics up to date and checking our files for case histories that need 
follow-up. Another important task assigned to her is the Supervision of our clothes-closet on 
the second floor.
